MIDDLE EAST REQUIREMENTS 

7. Chairman informed the Committee that TOPOCOM (AMS) was preparing 
an overlay showing typical coverage of the Middle East during different time 
frames. He indicated this information should be useful in establishing a coverage 
requirement for the area. He noted that so far he had only received inputs from 
the DIA and Navy members. The CIA member stated he would have some input 
available in a few days which would address the subject with the following thoughts 
in mind: 

a. CIA does not see the need for an official USIB requirements 
paper but rather a practical statement of requirements by 
ICRS which would be approved by COMIREX. 

b. Highly unlikely that manned reconnaissance will be available 
and as a result the requirement should be directed against 
satellite resources. 

c. Emphasis will be placed over the long term on the develop- 
ment or introduction of advanced weapons in the area. This 
would not degrade the need for information on the military 
posture of the two sides, however this need can not be pro- 
jected over a long period of time. 
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d. Response on a mi ssion-to -mi ssion basis will be governed 
by current intelligence needs* 

The Chairman stated he agreed that the paper should not be an official 
USIB paper* He stated he would table a draft paper at the next meeting which 
would take into account any input he had received from the members. 
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11. Chairman distributed a memorandum requesting the ICRS members pro- 
vide in writing, by 20 May their requirements for the Master Photo Chips. He 
noted that any request for copies of the MPC by organizations not directly involved 
in the reconnaissance effort should be forwarded through their appropriate channels.
